Mr, Greer, and his brother, Fred, moved the 
Je W. Greer Company to Wilmington in 1951, the 
beginning of the ‘rebirth’ of Wilmington for some 
time, and a beginning to the industrialization to 
the town, 

The Greer brothers built a huge plant, on South

Main Street, employing the pre-stressed concrete - 


construction that is now common, but which was 
relatively new at that time, Hundreds of people 
had employment, The company was engaged in the 
construction of modern baking equipment, and allied 
products, 

Progress is a never-ending quest for perfection, 
and it takes curious paths, in the world of busi- 
ness, The two brothers split up, amicably, one to 
operate a business in Winchester, while Don stayed 
with the plant that had been founded by their father, 

There were ups, and there were downs, Finally 
the J W Greer Company became a part of the Joy 
Manufacturing Company, as it is today, It was one 
of those things that happen in the business world, 
but it marked the beginning of the end for Don 
Greer, in Wilmington, 

On May 10th, a testimonial banquet was given

to $200,000 a year on a structure that should 
have paid $700,000 - and he thought that the Town 
of Wilmington would ‘negotiate’ the difference 

Imagine what the little and big taxpayers would 
Say, if they heard that one taxpayer was only 
paying twenty cents on a dollar! ‘That was the 
formula that was blithely presented, and which 
most of the selectmen rejected, 

Indeed there are many more stories - how he 
paid $250,000 for land that was valued at $110,000
